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ORIGIN- OF MAY 'DAY * 

The Name popularly given to 
the first of May. which among' 
the Germanic and Latin .people, 
has been* associated from an 
early period with festal cer¬ 
emonies religious in origin. 

It was the custom on this day ■ 
to start before dawn,, make 
excursions to the woods and 
fields, and return laden v;ith 
green flowering boughs. It 
is plain that this festival, .. ; 

which was celebrated by all 
classes alike, represented the 
continuance of an ancient, 
pagan ceremony; and there seems 
to be good reason for regards? 
ing it as a survival of rites 
originally offered to the 
Roman goddess Maia, who was 
evidently worshipped as the 
principle and cause of festivily 
But the .actual basis of May 
Day seems to-have- been the 
Roman Floralia, celebrated Apr¬ 
il 28th, and instituted at 
Rome, in the year 241 B. C,, on 
account of a bad harvest. Flora 
to whom the feast was consecra¬ 
ted, was likewise a fertility 
goddess, and it may be- taken 
for granted that the elements 
of her rite were similar to 
customs which had previously 
been associated with Maia. In 
medieval May festival an im¬ 
portant feature consisted in 
the nocturnal expedition to 
the forest, from which branches 
were brought and afterwards ar- 
tached to doors. It was usual 
for the young men of the village 
to fetch from the woods a tree, 
the tallest and straightest 
that could be found. This .^as- 
stripped of its limbs, planted 
in the public green, decorated 
with garlands and ribands, 
painted with gay stripes, and 
became the center of dances and 
games having for the most part 
an amatory character, A May- 
pole, once precured, mighr re¬ 
main for many years, and Kies 
HSHsiiyxkJSx annually be made 
the focus of popular amusements,. 

In the highlands cf Scotland 
and Ireland the first cf May 
received the name of Be j. tan.
